The possibility of Mexican im¬ 
migration being placed under quota 
restrictions at the next meeting of 
Congress met with vigorous pro- 
teest last week when the Cali¬ 
fornia Fruit Growers Exchange 
and Farmers Convention, in an¬ 
nual meeting at Stockton, and tho 
directorate of the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange, representing 
over 11,000 citrus growers, each 
passed resolutions against the pro¬ 
posed legislation. 

Dr. George Clements, manager 
of the agricultural department of 
the Los Angeles Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, is chairman of a committee 
representing southern California 
at a meeting with other border 
state chamber of commerce repre¬ 
sentatives being held at El Paso 
for a discussion of this proposed 
immigration legislation. 

The resolution of the Exchange 
board of directors follows: 
WHEREAS, There is movement 
, on foot to change the present 
I immigration laws which would in¬ 
clude Mexico among the other 
countries subject to quota re¬ 
strictions, thus practically elim¬ 
inating the continued supply of 
labor from that country. 
WHEREAS, Mexico has for years 
furnished a satisfactory andade- 
quate source of labor supply for 
the agricultural industries of the 
Southwest which has made pos¬ 
sible their present developement. 
WHEREAS, There is no other 
man power available for this class 
of work, and a close source of 
labor supply is necessary to handle 
the seasonal peaks of the different 
crops. 

WHEREAS, Any interference with 
this labor supply would seriously 
reduce the total output and con¬ 
sequently increase the price of 
essential foodstuffs to the con¬ 
sumer: and 

WHEREAS, The California citrus 
industry represents an investment 
of $300,000,000 ad such inter¬ 
ference with an adequate labor 
supply would seriously menance 
the prosperity and continued de¬ 
velopment of this and other agri-

Trace All Alphabets 

to Symbolic Pictures 

While printing, of course, has 
onioci<p(] the Intelligence of the 
World, still even before printing 
there were records and communica¬ 
tions. At (lrst, these merely con¬ 
sisted of pictures. Then the pic¬ 
tures were arranged lp series so 
that there was narration. Next, 
through use, these pictures became 
symbols, that Is, they were given 
a phonetic vulue. For example, 
the circle which the Egyptians 
used to represent the sun. In time 
became a symbol. 

It was the Assyrians, however, 
who were first to take these vari¬ 
ous symbols and give them arbi¬ 
trary values phonetically. They 
were still pictures, hut they con¬ 
veyed sounds. 

Thus was formed the basis of all 
alphabets. Homan. Hebrew. Greek. 
Russian. Turkish. Armenlau and 
Arabic. DitTerelit these may seeru. 
but u 11 can be traced back to the 
common origin. 

Take the letter “A" of today. In 
the Phoenlclan-Assyrlac alphabet 
that letter represented ox and was 
designated by a conventional ox's 
head. The Greeks took It and 
turned It upside down, refined It 
and made It more graceful. In 
Hebrew, the word Beth Is very 
common. Originally, It was an up¬ 
right rectangle with a cross stroke 
In the center. In other words, a 
drawing of a house, which is what 
It means In Hebrew. Now the old 
rectangle with the corners rounded 
Is B, that also being due to Greek 
Influence, the Greeks favoring the 
curved line of beauty rutlier than 
the rigid rectangle.

A WORTH WHILE STORY 

U NPREMEDITATED hospitality,” was 
the title of an address given in Sierra 
Madre nearly twenty years ago by a prom¬ 
inent physician from a nearby city. He 
dealt with the problem imposed upon South¬ 
ern California communiites by the influx of 
health seekers from all parts of the world. 
He gave startling figures concerning the 
number of people coming in search of relief 
from tubercular and kindred ailments. He 
showed the necessity of measures for the 
protection of others from infection, and also 
for the relief and care of newcomers unable 
to provide suitable living conditions for 
themselves. 

Out of that club meeting and frequent 
conferences came the hiring of a municipal 
nui’se in Sierra Madre and the organization 
of what was called the “Anti-tuberculosis 
Society.” The Sierra Madre group pioneered 
in such work. Funds were raised first by 
voluntary subscription, and later by the 
sale of Christmas seals by the school chil¬ 
dren. The local movement became part of 
a state-wide organization. This was before 
the war time requirements caused the form¬ 
ation of a Red Cross chapter in every com¬ 
munity. 

After a few years the “anti” was dropped 
from the name of the society, to prevent 
any interpretation which would imply hos¬ 
tility to victims of the disease. Helpfulness 
was the sole motive in the work which was 
gaining force and effectiveness every year. 
Sierra Madre carried on the sale of Christ¬ 
mas seals every year, establishing high rec¬ 
ords for communities of similar size. 

Partly as a result of the educational work 
done by the society and partly because of 
advance in medical science and control over 
the disease, the passing years saw a great 
improvement in conditions. The number of 
deaths and of tuberculosis cases in propor¬ 
tion to population showed a great falling 
off. The agencies which had been concen¬ 
trating on the problem were able to broaden 
the scope of their work. Many related prob¬ 
lems were included. The name of the organ¬ 
ization was again changed, this time to the 
Public Health Association. 

With the great increase in financial re¬ 
quirements the method of disposing of the 
Christmas seals was changed from personal 
to mail solicitation. The period between 
Thanksgiving and Christmas has come to be 
the established time for raising funds for 
the wonderful work of the society. 

This year the seals will be mailed out as 
usual in sheets of 100 at a dollar each. 
When you receive your consignment, don’t 
put it aside and forget it, and don’t return 
it if you can possibly spare the dollar to 
help along the work. The history of those 
little Christmas seals is brightened with the 
memory of thousands of individuals helped, 
countless others protected from danger of 
which they were perhaps unaware, and a 
tremendous impovement in what was a men¬ 
acing public health situation twenty years 
ago. Do your part and help the good work 
along.

INFRINGING ON ONE’S RIGHTS 
(Puente Journal) 

A DETERMINED efFort is expected this 
winter to put the “Burglar License 
Law” on the statute books of many states. 
The law is not called by that name, but that 
is the effect of the anti-firearm frenzy now 
going the rounds. It would assure every 
burglar, holdup and ravisher that there was 
no pistol in the home or on the person of 
his intended victim. It cannot possibly take 
away from the thug the ability to own and 
use pistols; it deprives the honest citizen 
the right to protect himself from assault, 
being in effect an invitation to thuggery of 
every sort. 

The logical outcome of any anti-pistol law 
must be the prohibition of all fire arms. It 
is possible, within a few minutes, to con¬ 
vert any rifle or shotgun into a “pistol,” 
and a sawed-off shotgun-pistol, even if small 
aims were destroyed, would be as deadly 
a thug weapon as any gun ever made. To 
prevent such conversion, all fire-arms must 
be prohibited. 

A free, hunt-loving, self-respecting Amer¬ 
ican cannot face such a foolish altemativle.
